The  ruan  whose 
life  and  talents  aie  devoted  to  the  study  and 
culilvation  of  the  beautiful,  and  tbo  biui- 
nes<  of  making  money,  has  arrived  In  this 
prosaic  dty,  where  dollars  and  cents  r*Dk 
high,  and  where  beauty  is  valued  only  for 
its  money  value. 

Lest  evening’s  train  over  the  Cheyenne 
division  was  delayed  about  half  an  hour, 
and  sorted  in  the  drawing  n  om  car  of  that 
train  was  the  much  teiked  of  Oscar  Wilde, 
who  manifested  some  regret  and  annoyance 
at  the  unexpected  delay.

His  bead 
is  not  large,  and  yet  It  is  good-sized.  HU 
hair,  a  dark  brown,  is  ported  nearly  In  the 
rniddlo  and  U  worn  long,  giving  him  a 
somewhat  peculiar  appearance.  HU  faoo  is 
long  and  otsI  in  shape.  He  wean  no  beard 
or  mustache.  bU  mouth  U  rather  Urge  and 
the  lip*  are  mil  and  as  bright  colored  as  a 
girl’s.  HU  teeth  are  Urge  and  not  partic¬ 
ularly  handsome,  hU  forehead  U  low.  His 
ey®  are  extremely  beautiful ;  they  are  blue 
and  very  lame,  fit*  n<xis  Is  long  and  thin, 
and  if  breeding  and  blood  «reludi< «ted  by 
the  noee,  Mr.  Wilde  can  lay  claim  to  a 
large  quantity  of  the  genuine  “bine.”  HU 
complexion  U  so  clear  aud  beautiful  that 
tbe  maidens  may  well  grow  green  with 
envy,  for  no  balm  or  powder  can  give  to 
their  cheeks  the  peculisr  beauty  of  the 
esthete’s  complexion. 

Ills  JIAXPS  ABB  WSLL-HUArXD, 
his  fingers  long  and  tapering  as  if  made  to 
handle  beantirul  objecta  or  wield  tbe  pen 
while  tbe  poetic  mind  dictates  words  of  tire. 
Hls  feet  are  large  and  well  proportioned  to 
bU  body.  Taken  all  in  all,  Mr.  Wilds  can 
bo  trulv  called  an  jelegaut  looking  gentls- 
'HU  looks  would  Indicate  that  ne  was 
tbe  descendant  of  a  well-bred,  fine,  old 
English  family,  and  bU  conversation  marks 
him  as  a  man  of  sense,  strenxth  and  sym¬ 
pathy.  Daring  repose  hU  fa®  might  be 
called  plain,  hot  when  convening  his  eyes 
grow  bright,  the  color  rises  to  bis  cheeks, 
hls  gestnres  are  free  end  easy,  end  he  U  the 
picture  of  animation.

HU 
volm  U  pleasant  to  listen  to  and  give*  one  I 
the  impression  of  much  power,  yet  he  al¬ 
ways  talks  in  a  monotone  which  must  grow 
tedious.  He  talks  rapidly,  usre  beautiful 
language  and  pronounces  hls  words  In  a  way 
which  Americans  will  be  very  apt  to  call 
affected.  Hls  gestures  daring  conversation 
are  graceful  and  yet  very  emphatic. 

Sinking  back  Into  the  seat  and  assuming 
_  comfortable  position.  Mr.  Wilde  said: 
“Y®  I  am  very  sorry  about  this  delay.  1 
User, I  shall  be  obliged  to  keep  the  eudint® 
welting.” 

Upon  being  asked  how  he  was  impressed 
with  the  ooonby  through  which  be  had  re¬ 
cently  passed,  he  said :

We  have 
only  the  little  Island  and  it  is  well-tilled, 
every  inch  of  it.  It  is  always  beaotifttl. 
For  five  months  I  have  been  longing  for 
that  garden  spot,  end  California  was  each  a 
delight  to  me.  The  green  was  ecoh  a  rest  to 
my  weary  eyas.  It  U  the  most  restful  of  all 
oolor*.  The  Oallfornla  people  are  delightful;

When  a  ninn  t* 
going  to  walk,  or  row  or  perform  fmu» 
which  require  a  display  of  strength  ond 
muscle.  the  trouser*  are  done 
away  with  and  anre-breecbes  are 
worn.  Then  again  black  broadcloth 
Is  chosen  for  drew  suits,  and  no  material 
®u  be  wore  devoid  of  beauty  than  broad¬ 
cloth.  Velvet  should  be  chosen  instead,  for 
it  1*  a  material  which  Is  always  becoming." 

Mr.  Wilde  believes  that  there  will  be  a 
complete  revolution  in  gentlemen's  wearing 
apparel  wiibtn  the  next  few  yearn :  but  for 
the  sake  of  those  gentlemen  who  are  not  of 
stately  build  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  knee- 
breeches  will  not  become  fashionable. 

Mr.  Wilde,  speaking. of  the  press,  said: 
"When  I  read  the  paper*  and  see  what  they 
say  about  me,  it  gives  me  a  peculiar  sensa¬ 
tion.  I  feel  as  if  I  was  traveling  about  In  a 
country  of  barbarians.’' 

The  esthete  spoke  enthusiastically  of  the 
c»rdisl  way  in  which  he  hod  been  received. 
Being  asked  how  long 

HX  WOULD  BXStAUI  IX  AXEXICA, 
he  shrugged  hi*  shoulder*  and  said:  “If  I 
survive,  I  shall  remain  until  June.”  So  It 
is  evident  that  Mr.  Wilde  hat  not  fallen  des¬ 
perately  In  lova  with  America. 

Of  American  women  he  sold :  “In  this 
ooantry  I  see  any  quantity  of  beautiful 
young  girls,  girls  whose  foow  are  charming 
with  the  flush  of  youth,  whose  eyes  are  ru- 
ilisnt  and  whose  forms  are  foil  of  beauty. 
But  there  are  few  handsome  matrons  in 
this  ®untry.” 

8peaking  of  bis  first  appearance  In  this 
country,  Mr.  Wilde  said :  “With  the  ex¬ 
ception  ot  speaking  at  an  occasional  wine 
supper  at  Oxford,  I  had  never  spoken  in 
public  until  I  lectured  In  New  York,  I 
then  found  our  what .  a  difficult  task  I  had 
undertaken.  Americans  arc  natural  orators. 

1  never  hrard  a  spontaneous  buret  of  ora¬ 
tory  until  I  came  to  America  and  listened 
to  an  American.”

0«car  Wilde  has  appeared  at  tbe  Tabor 
Opera  boose.  The  apostle  of  English 
Mthetlcisnv  has  every  reason  to  foel  proud  of 
aU  reception.  The  audieo®  was  a  large 
and  hlgnly  cultured  one ;  in  spite  of  the 
bad  weather  there  was  scaroriy  a  vacant  seat 
in  the  house,  outside  of  the  box®  Tbe 
gallery  was  crowded  and  -  no  foult  could  be 
found  with  the  behavior  of  the  boys.  Some 
twenit  y  minutes  before  the  lecturer  appeared 
the  curtain  rose  on  one  of  the  finest  rtage- 
fettings  that  has  ever  been  seen  in  the  Opera, 
house.

As  s  Kin  as  you  give  your  peo¬ 
ple  noble  aud  beautiful  designs  co  wrfrk  on 
you  will  bare  found  better  work.  Th5 
real  power  to  create  work  !(►»  with  the 
animus,  the  people  that  work  for  ym  and 
make  things  for  you.  The  ttr-ut  trouble  iu 
America  U  you  give  jour  work  over  to 
mere  machine*.  Until  you  chaugv  tats  you 
will  find  little  true  art. 

The  basis  of  our  work  in  England  Is  that  we 
lreve  brought  toire'lnr  the  handicrafistuau 
and  the  sni't.  Think  not  that  these  Can  be 
isolated !  Tbev  must  work  together.  The 
School  of  Sculpture  in  Athens  and  the 
School  of  Painting  in  Venice  kept  tbo  work 
of  three  commits  at  the  head  of  >he  world. 

All  the  nita  are  fine  arts.  There  is  uo  urt 
that  is  not  open  to  the  honor  of  decoration 
and  tbo  rales  of  beauty.  You  muit  seek  out 
your  decorative  workman,  your  handicraft- 
mao.  and  yon  must  give  him  the  right  sur¬ 
roundings.  Tho  siatctlnt*#  of  architecture 
aud  the  beauty  of  men  and  women  on  the 
streets  will 

ISM-IKE  TUE  WOBKMAX  AKD  ARTIST. 

All  the  teaching-  in.the  world  will  be  of  no 
avail  unless  you  surround  him  with  those 
things  which  will  piee-e  and  delight  him. 
Tc.ink  of  those  things  that  inspired  the 
artist  at  that  Gothic  rchool  of  Pisa.  Tbe 
artist  saw  brllltaiulv  lighted  palaces,  arch® 
and  pillars  of  rnaibie  and  porphyry.  He 
aaw  noble  knights  with  glorious 
mantles  flowing  over  their  mail  riding 
along  In  the  sunlight.  He  saw  groves  of 
orangesaod potue*;n>n*lea,Md  through  these 
giovt#  he  bmw  the  most  beautiful  women 
that  the  world  has  ever  known.  Pure  as 
lilies,  faithful,  noble,  intellectual.  Over  all 
ever  present,  ever  near,  that  untroubled  and 
sacred  brown  which  in  tbi»e  days  of  un¬ 
questioned  faith  was  literally  peopled  with 
spirits.  That  wa-  a  school  where  the  work¬ 
men  passing  to  bis  labor  saw  such  wonder¬ 
ful  tbluge  about  him  that  he  had 
them  wrought  in  his  mind

forgotten  and  there  in  much  I  think  iu 
beauty  and  nobility  of  drva*.

WHEW  I  SPBAX  or  ITALY 
I  do  not  ark  you  to  bring  back  the  thlr- 
t'enth  centary.  The  art  we  require  is  an 
art  founded  on  all  the  inventions  and  Im¬ 
provements  of  the  nineteenth  ®marv.  We 
do  not  undervalue  machinery.  There  is 
no  opposition  to  beauty  ex®pt  ugliness. 
When  you  find  auytbiug  ugly,  it  wan  made 
by  n  bail  workman. 

"  l)o  not  mistake  tbe  mere  material  ma¬ 
chinery  of  civilization  for  civil  utlon  itself 
Civilization  wilt  depend  on  the  noble  us® 
we  are  willing  to  pot  tu  material*  to.  These 
tbiug-  are  merely  noble  if  we  use  them  no¬ 
bly. 

Yoa  mast  ieorch  out  your  workman. 
Give  him  tbe  right  surrounding*.  And 
don’t  put  your  designer  iu  a  colorless  and 
barren  atmosphere  and  ask  him  to  produce 
beautiful  things.  You  must  have  before 
him  the  beet  deoorative  work  of  Europe  and 
Arueri®.  Work  with  the  artist  with  the 
same  reverence,  the  same  appreciation,  the 
Mint  love.  There  is  not  one  of  ns  that 
oould  not  Uve  with  perfect  contentment  in 
a  neat,  plain  room,  with  suuligbtaud  books. 
No  art  is  much  bettor  thau  bad  art  In¬ 
stead  of  feeling  that  art  is  indeed  a  science, 
we  are  apt  to  fly  off  to  glaring  colon,  horri¬ 
ble  to  look  upon.  And  you  should  have  a 
museum,  not  of  staffed  monkeys  and  gi- 
ruffes,  but  yon  should  Bring  together  all  the 
wonders  of  art  In  weaving,  in  painting.  In 
pottery,  in  architecture  and  the  metals.

one  of.our  strong-holds  of  strength  is  the 
South  Kensington  mt&eutn.  You  go  there 
8undaysand  you  am  the  workmen  going 
roung  examining  every  ornament,  every 
sjM-ciinen  of  beanty  that  men  of  put  ages 
have  wrought. 

Color  without  tone  is  like  music  without 
harmony,  mere  discord.  Perfect  art  should 
be  like  perfect  music,  every  tone  answering  I 
to  another,  as  every  chord  answers  to  an¬ 
other  in. music.  The  most  beantiful  windows 
In  England  are  always  filled  with  the  most  | 
gorgeous  Eastern  emmoideri®.  A  Japanese 
artist  will  always  Impress  yon  with  having  j 
pat  on  jast  tho  right  color*  and  designs, 
when  paiutingeven  a  small  fan  er  a  bit  of 
lacquer  work. 

Ouo  of  the  most  absurd  thing*  I  ever  saw 
w®  the  young  ladle*  painting  moonlights 
on  a  bureau  aud  sunlights  on  dinner  plates. 

SOUS  COXStOEXATIOK 

of  the  use  to  which  the  article  Is  to  be  pot 
should  enter  into  tbe  mind  of  the  artist.  It 
Is  well  enough  to  have  moonlights  and  sun¬ 
lights,  but  we  are  not  particularly  pleased  to 
dine  off  them.  The  imaginative  artist*  will 
take  a  plain  pie®  of  paper  or  atrip  of  can¬ 
vas  anu  convert  it  Into  something  else, 
whereas  the  decorator  do®  not  wish  to 
coyer  up  the  article  or  change  its  purwoee 
bnt  merely  to  add  to  it  beauty.  These 
things  and  many  Others  are  what  your 
schools  of  art  should  teach  your  young 
women.  1  do  not  think  there  was  ever  a 
real  nations!  rchool  of  art.  Dou’t 
mind  what  schools  of  art  in  Europe 
are  doing,  but  have  an  art  of  your  own. 
Young  civilizations  should  have  the  brat  are 
because  youth  should  be  more  joyous,  and 
Joy  should  have  the  purest  ideas  of  beauty, 
Art  requires  a  strong  personal  power  in  tbe 
individual,  and  has  not  anally  flourished 
among  the  weak  and  feeble.  All  the  great 
schools  of  art  bava.  been  under  republics. 
The  art  of  Athena  and  Veal®  was  natural 
and  healthy.  If  yon  want  to  know  what 
the  folly  or  a  monarch  will  Inflict  on  a  na¬ 
tion  In  the  shape  of  art,  look  at  Fran®  with 
the  moastronx  dragons  and  other  horrible 
conception*  of  tiatign  in  the  age  of  Louis 
KIV.  We  have  lest  tfaeart  from  our  lifo  by 
the  horrible  character  of  our  architecture 
If  an  ancient  nenlptor  should  aak  me 
where  he  oould  flea  models  for  hls  art  I 
would  show  him  men  at  the  docks  nnlaad- 
fagseme  bMuttfol  ship. 

•  wherever  la  year  field*  you  find  man 
driving  cattle  or  women  drawing  water 
three  you  will  find  models  ofbmaty.  Gods 
and  goddesses,  kings  and  qoeena,  were  carv¬ 
ed  and  painted  by  Greeks  and  Romans. 
But  X  think  that  in  America  you  do  not 
care  much  for  gods  and  goddsw®,  and  still 
le®  for  kings  and  queens.  What  you  have 
dally  before  you,  wbat  you  love  moat 
dearly  and'  believe  in  the  most  fondly 
that  re  where  your  art  lies. 
AU  ground  you  tie  the  conditions  of  art. 
No  ooantry  can  compare  with  America  tor 
rsaouro®  of  nsefulaeas  aud  beauty.  If  you 
build  In  nuuble,  yon  must  remember  that  It 
is  a  precious  stone. 

a  max  has  no  man  to  ouilp  j*  hauls 
ante®  he  will  as  It  nobly.  One  should 
either  earn  It  In  long  Us®  of  Joyonsdao- 
orations,  or  deourete  H  to  colors  mm  tint*  of 
real  bmuty,  or  rise  we  should  te«-ay  It  in 
the  way  that  the  people  of  Ptaadid  tbrir 
palaces;  otherwise  we  bad  better  build  in 
red  brick,  which  is  not  without  bctse 


brauty.  Then  there  Iz  no  reason  why  you 
should  not  ha!M  in  wood.  I  thick,  how¬ 
ever,  4ron  paid  your  boas®  in  the  taost 
horrible  colors  here  in  America.  In  no  single 
hero*  from  New  York  to  B*n  Francisco  did 
I  tcaaolnglo  piece  of  wood  carving  that 
was  worth  tbe  name.  In  dnltzerlaud  the 
little  hsrefcot  boy  will  pradn®  carving  that 
will  mske  his  father's  hou*e  wonderfully 
beautiful.  1  know  nothing  more  ugly  then 
modern  Jewvlry.  1  don’t  wo  why  anybody 
wears  it.  1  think  pc  >ple  do  not  sufllchmtly 
remember  that  tho  time  s&y  come  when 
tbe  tirnplc  work  of  tbe  handicraftsmen  will 
be  all  to  tel)  oar  history.  Gold  has  always 
been  a  rare  thing  In  Europe,  but  for  you 
gold  ia given  In  exhausting  measure.  Gold 
Is  not  given  ua.  I  think  simply 
for  eprcnlatlon.  Don’t  leave  your 
workman  In  gold  In  the  background. 
Go  to  him  and  (ell  him  wbat  70U 
like  beet  In  decoration  and  watch  him  as  be 
draws  it  ont,  in  those  m*gic  thread*  of  sun* 
light  that  ore  called  gold-wire.  .  In  thl* 
way  you  will  encourage  your  workmen.  I 
would  with  to  see  you  have  nothing  iu 
your  house*  the*  yon  "do  not  know  to  be 
useful  or  think  to  be  beautiful.  Whatever 
aft  we  arc  to  have  In  the  future  must  be 
democratic  art.  I  do  not  mean  by  this  that 
it  must  be  rough.  Art  must  no  longer  be 
the  luxury  oftheriob  or  tb#  amusement  of 
the  idle,  'it  must  enter  Into  the  every-day 
life  of  the  bard-working  masses  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  This  is  the  resson  that  we  in  England 
put  so  much  strera  on  decorative  art.

There  ia  not  an  animal,  not  a 
bird,  not  a  plant,  that  ®nnot  be  of  tue  to 
the  faithful  artUt.  As  there  is  nothing  in 
lifo  there  h  nothing  In  mere  lifolfssnesa  that 
will  not  beof  use  to  yoa.  Ttiere  ia  not  a 
bit  ~f  broken  rope,  nets  bosket  of  wicker 
work  that  will  not  give  you  Ideas  of  de¬ 
sign. 

When  you  have  among  you  young  ar¬ 
tists  don’t  leave  them  in  obscurity  and  dis¬ 
honor. 

The  world  has  practiced  so  much  in- 
jastiw  that  it  b®  leartxd  to  undervalue  ap¬ 
plause.  Give  words  of  encouragement  to 
tbe  artist. 

The  vole®  that  Uve  in  yonr  mountains 
have  not  alone  meraag®  of  freedom;  they- 
apeak  another  language,  which  the  artist 
most  catch  and  foster  In  forms  of  beanty* 
that  will  never  die. 

At  tbe  conclusion  of  bis  lecture,  Mr.
